card index system of medical publica- 
tions used by the library is the most 
thorough and practical index of medical 
works in tho world. The library now 
includes about 113,000 bound volumes 
and fibont 150,000 pamphlets. It is es- 
timated that this collection comprises 
tlirce-fonrtlis of tho medical literature 
of tho world, and at least mae-tenths of 
the medical literature which has been 
published within tho last ten years.

There were two suits, instead of one 


The first was commenced in February, 
1888, 
by Pierce Evans, then District At- 


torney, and judgment obtained in 
September of that year. The case was 
appealed to the Supreme Court in De- 
cember, 1888, and 
judgment was 


affirmed in July, 1889. J. F, Alexander, 
who was then Attoiney-General of the 
State, took charge of the case in the 
Supreme Court, and, as before stated, 
the judgment was affirmed. The rail- 
road company then appealed the case 
to the Supreme Court of the United 
States. 


In January, 1889, while the first suit 


was pending in the courts the second 
suit was commenced by D. Allen, who 
was then District Attorney of this 
county. The railroad company entered 
appearance without tha formality of 
summons and stipulated with the 
District Attorney that 
the 
second 


action await the termination of the 
former suit (both being exactly the 
same) and to be governed by the dt>- 
oision in that case. Here the matter 
dropped. The State being equally 
interested with the county in the re- 
sult, and inasmuch as the Attorney- 
General had charge of the suit after it 
lelt the District Court of this county, 
our 
officials had a right to rely 


upon that officer to do his duty, and it 
is presumed he did. If this particular 
suit ever reached a conclusion in the 
U. S. Supreme Court it escaped my 
notice, but if it did reach such con- 
clusion I know not how long since, but 
railroad officials evidently do, for, if I 
am creditably informed, the fact was 
recently communicated to the officers 
cf this county by J. L. Wines, who was 
uttorney for the railroad compinyat 
the time the suits were commenced. 
In the absence of more light upon the 
subject than at the present writing, I 
confess that the taxpayers have a right 
to find fault with some one. If siut 
was m fact decided years ago, and the 
money thereon ready to bo paid over 
by the railroad company on demand 
therefor, as the Gazette intimates, it 
would seem that some official had been 
derelect in duty or was ignorant of the 
fact that the suit had been decided. 
The Attorney-General of this State 
being the attorney of record would be 
the person most likely to receive first 
notice, but subsequent events would 
seem to indicate that no such notice 
was given and the court and opposing 
counsel had succeded for years in 
keeping that officer, as well as others, 
iguorant of the fact that the suit had 
been determined. If it be true that 
through official negligence the railroad 
company has had free use of $4,000 of 
the people's money for a number of 
years, then surely the officer guilty of 
such negligence is deserving of censure 
and the individual who unearthed the 
wrong should receive due credit there- 
for. 


As the record now stands it is diffi- 


cult to determine who is really entitled 
to the credit of "digging up" and 
bringing to light this alleged official 
dereliction, 
If reports be true, Mr. 


Wines is entitled to the laurels for hav- 
ing kindly communicated the fapts to. 
our District Attorney j yet the record 
would seem to place the credit else- 
where, for among the bills allowed by 
the Commissioners this month was the 
following t 
Washoe Counlj to Torreyson & Sum- 
merfield. Dr. 
To services rendered in securing the 


payment of the taxes of the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company upon its 
suiveyed unpatented lands in Washoe 
county, Nevada, for the years 1887 and 
1888, as per agreement with the District 
Attorney of said county, $350. 


It is true this bill bears no date, but 


it is presumed the services were ren- 
dered since January 1,1895, for Qoaeral 
Torreyson ivould not aooept a fee to 
perform a service for the State that he 
should have performed while acting in 
the capacity of Attorney General. 


And so the question as to who should 


leeeive censure and to whom credit 
should be given is somewhat doubtful, 
If reports be tcue, it was tha kindly 
letter of Mr. Wines, the railroad attor- 
ney, that set the machinery in motion, 
and, according to the Gazette, the whole 
credit should be given to our present, 
able and very efficient District Attor- 
ney, while the records in the Recorder's 
office indicate that the matter was ad- 
justed and settlement secured by Tor- 
teyson A Summerfleld in consideration 
of $350 In coin, Thus we have it.

In the case of 
the great shoe strike at Haverhill, 
Mass., it was shown by impartial in- 
vestigation that the workmen averaged 
bat $250 to $350 per year — a bare sub- 
sistence for the average family— and 
that their homes were little better than 
the tenements ia the slums of the 
great cities. The Brooklyn street car 
strike was supported by overwhelming 
public sympathy because it wan dis- 
closed that the men were actually 
lighting for the right of existence. The 
report of the commission appointed by 
the President revealed the same con- 
dition at Pullman. The me» were on 
the verge oit st»;^atlon and many af 
them, are to-day homeless beggai s, al- 
though they represent 
the highest 


standard of skilled labor. 


BBIOHAM YOUNG AND PULLMAN. 


He compared the industrial systems 


founded by Brigham Young in the val- 
leys of Utah and by Pullman on the 
shores of Lake Michigan. In Utah 
every laborer is a landed proprietor, 
receiving the benefit of the increased 
land values which accrue from the 
coining of a population; at Pullman 
these increased values are credited tu 
the landlord and lay a new burden in 
higher rent upon the tenant. In Utah 
every laborer may become a partner in 
a store, a bank or a factory, as all are 
co-operative; in Pullman the laborer is 
the compulsory patron of store, bank 
and factory. In Utah the laborer re- 
ceives all that he produces; at Pull- 
man the laborer receives only so much 
as suffices for fair subsistence, the rest 
of what he produces is credited to in- 
creased capital and dividends.

THE CARBON MINT PROBLEM. 


The Examination of Jones Hemmed— 


TVItneises Recalled and CTOM-KX- 
amlnetl—A Jfew New Points Brought 
Out—Interesting But Nothing Benaa- 
tlonal—Mrs. Heney Arrives. 


[Correspondence of the JOUHNAI. ] 


CARSON CITY, May 10,1895. 


Owing to the non-arrival of the 


morning train until nearly 1 p. M. the 
Jones examination before U. S. Com- 
missioner Edwards was not resumed 
until 2 o'clock. Superintendent Adams 
of the mint, Inspector Mason and TJ. S. 
District Attorney Jones arrived on the 
train and were present, also the re. 
spective attorneys for the prosecution 
and defense. The defendant, J. T. 
Jones, returned from San Francisco 
yesterday and was present, of course. 


No bullion from 
the mint was 


brought into court and the proceed- 
ings consisted mainly of recalling and 
cross-examination of witnesses, and 
^production of evidence previously 
given, few new points being brought 
out. 


Assayer P, B. Ellis recalled and gave 


testimony principally of a technical 
character, relative to the treatment of 
metals m assaying, etc. On cross-ex- 
amin.ition he stated that owinu to an 
error in his department 380 ounces of 
silver was charged to the Melter and 
Reflner more than he had receivod. 
Jones bad discovered the mistake and 
ie, Ellia, had offered to make the de- 
ficiency up out of his own pocket, but 
Jones had told him to wait till the 
clean-up, when perhaps it might come 
out all right. This evidence was evi- 
dently intioduced to show that other 
mistakes might have been made in the 
assaying department which would go 
toward accounting for the shortage. 


Melter and Refiner Harris tastifled 


.hat Jones left for 8»'^ Francisco on 
Juainess of HB own ou Saturday even- 
tig, Febi uary 9th. No work was done 
the next day, Sunday. On Monday, the 
llth, he, Harris, commenced weighing 
the bullion, in order to investigate his 
supposed discovery or suspicion of a 
shortage This occupied two or three 
days. From the departure of Jones 
till the commencement of the weighing 
no melting was done, therefore it waa 
impossible for him, Harris, to have 
made any bogus, melts. Witness was 
positive that the spurious bars were in 
his vaults at the time. He knew there 
was a shortage, but "did not euspeci, 
Jones of any wrong doing. He wrote 
to Washington about it, stating that be 
attributed the evident shortage to dis- 
honesty of employes or lack of fine- 
ness of some of the bars, as recorded 
in tha books of the previous adminis- 
tration. 


Assayer Ellis had luggebUd a re-! 


•way of tha bullion and .Tones did not I 
object. Did not remember that he had { 
urged it. Witness would not agree to' 
a r«-aisay RS be wanted the bullion in I 
its present shape when t ho las pec,tor 
should arrive from Washington, He 
(Ellis) oould not explain just why be 
bad suspected the spurious bars, but 
he did. 


Inspector Mason, re-called, testified 


that U. S. mint granulations generally 
asiayed about 998 fine—might go as low 
as 989, as in the cage of that sold by 
Heney to the Beno Reduction Works, 
which would be the result of bad work- 
ing. 


W. 0. Noteware, Chief Olerk of the 


Oarson mint, showed a diagram be hat 
prepared of the refinery and connec 
tions, stating that be was present at 
the weighing of the bullion by Harris 
and his assistants and checked off the 
amounts in the absence of Jones. 


Superintendent Adams testified that 


10 had heard Jones say that when 
the clean-up was made by the last ad- 
ministration the bullion fell short in 
silver, and they would have to purchase 
some to make up the deficiency. 


H. H. Beck, recalled, and cross-ex 


amined relative to the weight, fineness 
and value of the bullion he received 
from Heney. He could only specify 
particularly one lot, which was 371 
ounces 989 fine, value $5,540. 


Examination adjourned till 10:30 A
